church, of this city. 


l)r. Grenfell used as a subject for 


his lecture "Work Among the Sub 
Arctic Fishers," and the 
review of 


his twenty years' of experience among 
th« half civilized people of the snow 
regions was more than Interesting to 
the audience that turned out to hear 
him. He gave no preliminary talk, an 
is the custom of most public speakers, 
but started out with the use of his 
rare views and depended more on tlw 
appeal of the pictures rather thrm 
upon any exceptional (lights of ora- 
tory. 


The first slide, used was a reproduc- 


tion of the map of Labrador, with the 
special additions and surveys of the 
speaker added. Dr. Grenfell told that 
liis chosen Held of operation was lea.-.t 
known of than 
any 
part of Xorth 


America. 
In his talk ho told of tho 


life of 
the 
Eskimo 
and 
the Indian 


of Labrador: he pictured the narro.v 
Mff> of the deep sea fishermen of the 
(Treat Ranks, and explained the work 
that 
his 
efforts 
have accomplished 


among these unenlightened people. Ry 
the aid of actual photographs thrown 
on the screen he described the won- 
derful partly-explored regions of the 
Sub Arctic. 


Posshly tho views that produced tho 


greatest interest were those of tha 
enormous glaciers 
and 
floating: ice- 


bergs. 
These monster Ico mountains 


were pictured In all different shapes, 
some resemhling large castles nnd 
others seeming to have assumed the 
form of giant arches or bridges. 


After the 
conditions of 
this far 


country had been explained, Dr. Gren- 
fell introduced views to show the re- 
sults of his work among the suffer- 
ing natives of tho northern peninsula. 
He showed pitctures of the hospitals 
that have been erected In the country, 
and told of his Introduction of public 
schools among tho illiterate dwellers 
of the shores of the northland. 
The 


work of Princeton and Yale- students 
in the northern seas was dwelt upon 
at some length by tho speaker, and 
the pictures of the hospital fleet man- 
ned entirely by these college men were 
shown to give the audience an idea 
of the vastness o£ the good work. 


The dread plagues of tho northern 


people were subject for some expla- 
nation by tho doctor, and ho told of 
liis long 
fight 
against 
tuberculoses 


among the Indians. The population of 
Labrador seems to be gradually de- 
creasing, due to the diseases intro- 
duced by the white traders, and the 
speaker said it ivas his aim to collect 
enough money so that he could have 
the required resources to flgln these 
ravages properly. Dr. Grenfell's fight 
against the enemies of these people 
has been a spiritual as well as a med- 
ical fight, and In his lecture he told 
of the missionary work going on in 
Labrador.

This day marks a dual anniversary in American

both events. One hundred and thirty-six years ago 
on the bridge at Concord 


• • * "the embattled farmers stood 
Andvfl'red the shot heard round the world." 


It was theNbeginning of the long war of the revo- 


lution and there the first blood shed in battle for in- 
dependence was spilled. Perhaps no event of Ameri- 
can history is more,familiar to the American school- 
boy—and girl—than Concord and Lexington. 


Half a century ago today the first blood of north- 


ern soldiers shed in the south was poured out in the 
streets of Baltimore when an infuriated mob set upon 
the Sixth Massachusetts 
regiment 
as it passed 


through the streets en route to Washington. 
The 


consequences wire in no special way noteworthy. 
The great civil strife was just beginning, feeling was 
running at the uncontrolled tide of first .gush and the 
matching of soldiers of the north through 
their 


streets was somewhat well calculated to stir the peo- 
ple of "Maryland, My Maryland." 
But it was the 


•first blood of what was to be the most stubborn 
and bloody war of modern times. So it has a place 
in-history, though it maybe doubted if the incident 
is familiar to many.

Concord and Lexington, on the other hand, are as 


conspicuous in history as Bunker Hill, Saratoga and 
Yorktown. 
They have been celebrated in song and 


story. 
Their fame is imperishable, the memory of 


their heroes is deathless. As is said by Emerson in a 


' poem that is saved by a single phrase, they "fired the 


shot heard around the world."

dren were on the verge of starvation and your landlord 
threatened immediate eviction: suppose you were too ill to 
work and the problem of getting three meals a day, with- 
out money, confronted you; or, again, suppose you were a 
wife with several little ones, des'erted by your husband and 
without a dollar between you and them and starvation, what 
would you do? These are three common problems, espe- 
cially in a great city like New York. In fact, they are 
among the commonest problems of civic life, for the num- 
ber of people who live from hand to mouth Is constantly 
increasing. 
Every city is wrestling with them, 
trying 


to devise some way of caring for its honest poor. 


K an idea suggested by Justice James W, Gerard, of the 


New York supreme court be carried Into effect, either by 
philanthropists, the municipality or the state, these prob- 
lems will be solved. 


"IE our grea.t philanthropists would build a city of refuge 


on Long Island instead of giving tens of millions for li- 
braries, colleges and peace funds, they ivould do more for 
humanity than has ever been done," said Justice Gerard, 
discussing the question of how best to use $10.000,000 for 
the betterment of humanity. "The suffering that -we see 
on all sides should be alleviated before more Institutions of 
higher learning are endowed. If I had $10,000.000 to give to 
philanthropy I should establish such a city, in which our 
unfortunate' -brothers and sisters would be as welcome and 
as certain of assistance as those who entered the" gates 
of the cities of refuge of Biblical times." 


This modern city of refuse, which would be a model 


town as far as Us situation, buildings and administration | 
were concerned, -would contain factories and shops where 
those out of work might find employment; model homes 
and tenemeer.ts where they might live with their families 
free from expense while trying to get -on their feet; hos- 
pitals. especially institutions for those convalescing; trade 
schools, gymnasiums and baths. 


On the outskirts there would be farm lands, which, -would 


be tilled by those who needed fresh air and outdoor life. 
Most of the vegetables needed by the inhabitants would be 
raised in this way. There would bo public dining halls in 
•which •wholesome food would be served, as well as stores 
where It coulfl be bought at extremely lev,- prices by those 
who had employment rmfl were earning money.
